Rikki, my role at PATH is to oversee our programming in the core Metro LA area...so on a given day my teams are 
doing outreach to folks experiencing homelessness on the streets or in encampments, serving folks living in one of 
our four Interim Housing sites in Metro LA, getting folks reconnected to permanent housing rapidly and also helping 
those folks who are in permanent homes who continue to benefit from ongoing case management support. 


The Schrader A Bridge Home site is 72 beds (44 men & 28 women) serving folks who have experienced chronic 
homelessness on the streets of Hollywood. We also operate another site in Hollywood at the Hollywood Studio Club 
(YWCA) on Lodi Place: 63 beds for women. 


I'd be happy to figure out a time to connect—if you want to take a look at the site that could work, or we can connect 
via email or phone...whatever works best.
